LAID OVER ANOTHER DAY. 


Several Ballots Taken on the Senator- 
ship, but Hunter Still Failed 
of Election. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 14.—There were 
no material changes on the thirty-sixth bal- 
lot for United States Senator, which gave 
Hunter 61; Blackburn, 44; Martin, 12; Boyle, 
6; Stone, 1; necessary to choice, 63. 

Before the joint legislative session con- 
vened to-day it was learned that the 
Grand-jury had decided to go deeper into 
the bribery charges, and would devote 
another day to the investigation. Then the 
Legislature will act. Resolutions were 
ready to-day for an investigation. Deputy 
Sheriff Sullivan served another long list of 
witnesses, among them the lady who says 
she saw Dr. Hunter go into the Gaines 
residence, the member who says* he saw 
him en route there, an official who is said 
to have begun the negotiation with Gaines, 
and another whose name has never been 
mentioned.

Btfore the balloting began, the Black- 
burn Democrats asked that the absen tees 
be called and answered ‘“‘present,”’ as did 
the bolting Republicans, showing they had 
made up their minds to vote on all roll 
calls. The completed roll call showed pres- 
ent 124; six pairs and sixty-three neces- 
sary to a choice. 

After the thirty-sixth ballot there was no 
motion to adjourn, and the thirty-sevent* 
ballot began. Again there was no chang® 
and the ballot was a copy of the thirty- 
sixt 

A Deputy Sheriff arrived at the Capitol at 
ll o’clock, armed with subpoenas _ for 
Representative Clarke, one of the anti-Hun- 
ter men, and half a dozen newspaper cor- 
respondents.

Some 
days ago it Was announced that the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs road was 
in the best of shape to conduct its busl- 
ness, despite the hizh water, but conditions 
have changed somewhat, The river is re- 
ported to have cut into the right of way 
near Hamburg, Io., and Monday night fhe 
Omaha train was compelled to cross the 
river at Rulo, a short distance north of 
thig city. 

The water is within a few feet of the 
tracks at Weston and trains run at a very 
siow rate of speed at this point. If the 
rise continues there may be a total sus- 
pension of traffic by way of this line. 

The Missouri Pacific is also having con- 
siderable trouble between this city and 
Atchison, and both companies have had 
large forces of men at work os and 
protecting their property as best they could 
for over a week 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 14.—The 
river has risen one foot sincé yesterday, and 
at noon at 48.8 ds higher than at any time 
Since 1891, when the pontoon bridge went 
out. The banks*‘have begun to overflow at 
some points, and this morning carried out a 
portion of the Rock Island track across i. 
Platte County. That road and the Chicago 
Great Western have been compelled to use 
the Burlington tracks between Leavenworth 
and Beverly Junction. 


MOLINE, IIL, April 1. 14.—The river_is still 
rising here, and the danger of the Moline 
Water power wall is so imminent that the 
Government has taken an emergeticy ac- 
tion to protect it. A slanting bulkhead is 
being built so as to take care of a possible 
rise of two feet or more above the present 
wall. The water now stands at 2.5 feet, or 
within two feet of the top. The wall, which 
was built many years ago, has been weak- 
ened, and the water is now sweeping all 
along its length. The coffer dam which 
protects the new wall in course of construc- 
tion is also being strengthened with te 
porary stone buttresses and bags of sant 
Several factory basements are already un- 
der water and considerable apprehension 
exists regarding the flood.

ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., April 14.—There 
were heavy rains last night. The river reg- 
isters 49.9 feet, a fall of one-tenth in the 
last forty-eight hours, The levees stand 
firm, with an average crown of three feet 
high and dry. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 14.—A large lot of 
supplies has been shipped to the flood suf- 
ferers at points above Osceola on the steam- 
er Chickasaw. The supplies were purchased 
Davis, who was sent here by Sec- 
retary Alger for that purpose. Lieut. Whit- 
ney is on board the Chickasaw, and will 
make: an inspection of the situation above 
Ashport. He has already investigated the 
conditions between Memphis and Ashport. 

Government supplies have also been sent 
to Vincent and Marked Tree. In the future 
supplies will be sent out rapidly, as soon as 
the relief stations along the river are es- 
tablished. The Government officials and the 
Citizens’ Relief Committee are werking to- 
gether in this matter, and hope within 
short time to have the relief work in such 
systematic shape that it will not be very la- 
borious. 

The Christian Herald of New York, which 

is edited by the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
will send a relief boat down the river from 
Memphis. George A. Seaman, a representa- 
tive of the Christian Herald, has come to 
this city from New York in order to conduet 
this expedition, Yesterday Mr. Seaman char- 
tered the tug Welcome and bought provis- 
ions for her cargo. Thursday morning 
Welcome will start down the river and she 
will be zone about a week. Mr. Seaman will 
distribute the supplies to the overflowed peo- 
ple in need of them. 
This relief expedition is entirely indepen- 
dent of the local relief committee The 
Christian Herald expects to give aid to 
many people before they are reached by the 
Government agents,

The lake went dry several years ago. if 
the river rises a foot higher it will reach 
the Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs 
tracks a mile east of Atchison, over which 
all roads enter Atchison from the east. The 
river is now higher than it has been at 
any time since 1881, with the exception of 
the year 1883.

’ ENTHUSIASTIC REUNION ON JEF- 


FERSON’S BIRTHDAY. 


SPEECHES BY EMINENT MEN. 


Mr. Bryan Dwelt on Cleveland’s Reac- 
tionary Work and Predicted 
Ultimate Silver Success. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—The 154th 
anniversary of Jefferson's birthday was cele- 
brated last night at the Metropolitan Hotel 
by a subscription dinner given under the 
auspices of the National Association of 
Democratic Clubs. The first celebration of 
the anniversary of Jefferson's birth oc- 
curred at the same hostelry, then known 
as the Indian Queen. Jackson was the 
guest of honor and the occasion was made 


memorable by the presence of Vice-Presi- 
dent John C. Calhoun and other Democratic 
leaders of that day. Last night Wm. J. 
Bryan of Nebraska, the late Democratic 
candidate for President, was the guest of 
honor. Covers were laid for 200. 

Popular and old-fashioned music was ren- 
dered and much enthusiasm prevailed. Mr. 
Bailey was present and thus stories of jeal- 
ousy were put at rest. 

Mr. Bryan responded to. the toast: 
“Thomas Jefferson—We celebrate the anni- 
versary of hia birth, not in the spirit of 
personal idolatry, but from re ard and def- 
erence for his political principles. 


Mr. Bryan said, in pa: 

“The mocratic party is strong just in 

roportion as it proves true to the teach- 
Sos of its founder. It is the mission of the 
Democratic party to crystallize into legis- 
lation. the principles which he taught. 

“The party applies Democratic principles 

to the issues which arise from time to time, 
For many years the tariff question was the 
paramount issue, and the party took a 
more advanced position each year, until 
1892, when it declared itself in favor of a 
olicy which meant substantially a tariff 
or revenue only. But the President elect- 
ed at that time, instead of proceeding to 
carry out that portion of the platform, 
forced upon public attention an issue which 
had up to that time been considered sec- 
ondary. Mr. Cleveland, more than any 
Other one person in this nation, is respon- 
sible for the prominent position which the 
money question now occuples. It was his 
determination to complete the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and make the gold standard 
erpetual that aroused the masses of the 
United States to active resistance. The 
struggle for supremacy between the gold 
standard and bimetallism was recognized 
As a contest between the money power and 
the common people. ea 

“The explicit declaration in favor of free 
und unlimited coinage at 16 to 1 without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any other 
nation was made necessary by the attempt 
of certain public men to evade preceding 
platforms. The perty struggle which cul- 
minated in the Chicago Convention of ne- 
cessity alienated a portion of the party. The 
party was placed in the position where it 
was compelled to indorse the financial pol- 
icy of the President or adhere to the doc- 
trines and traditions of > party. 

“The position taken vy the Democratic 
party In 18% will not be surrendered. If 
you doubt the permanency of of the Chicago 
platform as a party creed, go among the 
rank and file of the party and measure the 
zeal and enthusiasm which that platform 
has aroused and you will realize the impos- 
sibility of taking a backward step. 

**True,’’ the present administration is seek- 
ing to turn public attention to the tariff 
question, but if our reasoning is well found- 
ed an increase of taxes cannot restore pros- 
porte to the producers of wealth. If the 
Jingley bill brings general and permanent 
prosperity, the Democratic party will not be 
in a position to win a contest by opposing it. 
If, on the other hand, the Dingley ohn proves 
a disappointment to those who advocated it 
our position of 1896 will be strengthened and 

ublic attention will be riveted upon the 
act that the cause of fihancial depression 
is to be found in our monetary system. 

“There is much in recent events to encour- 
age the followers of Thomas Jefferson. The 
spring elections indicate a growing senti- 
ment along the lines of the Chicago plat- 
form. In fact, the elections which have 
taken place show so great a gain that the 
Republican party may now be considered a 
It has but one hope of es- 
cape from the wrath to come, and that is to 
secure bimetallism by international agree- 
ment before the people of the nation have 
another opportunity to speak at the polls, 
While we who believe in independent bi- 
metallism generally regard an international 
agreement as neither necessary nor possible, 
we may well hope for success to any who 
wd make the attempt to secure foreign 
assistance. If our opponents succeed in open- 
ing the mints of other nations as well as 
their own mints, we shall rejoice because 
the condition of the people will be im- 
proved and they will be able to proceed with 
other remedial legislation.

BILL ALLOWING IT TO BE FAVOR- 
ABLY REPORTED. 


DEMOCRAT TO BE UNSEATED. 


Judicial Reapportionment Bill Passed 
by the House Despite the Gov- 
ernor’s Objections. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 14.—Six mem- 
bers of the Committee on License held a 
session yesterday afternoon and decided to 
draft a bill legalizing pool selling and book- 
making for thirty days on the same track 
each year, from May 1 to Nov. 1. There are 
twenty-one members of this committee, but 
Chairman Kileourse only notified those 
whom he knew favored race track legisla- 
tion. About a month ago Kilcourse intro- 
duced a bill legalizing pool selling for sixty 
days. He referred it to the Committee on 
Live Stock and Dairying. This committee 


is composed mainly of farmers, and as they 
have no great interest in pool selling and 
bookmaking, they neglected to take any 
action on the measure. It was in vain that 
Kilcourse and others besought this commit- 
tee to report the bill out. The session is 
drawing io a close now and the Chicago 
members who want such a Dill passed con- 
cluded that they would draft a committee 
bill. Accordingly the Kilcourse bill was 
taken and adopted, with the exception that 
it provides for thirty, instead of sixty days’ 
racing, aS was Stipulated in the orignal 
bill. A number of the members of the com- 
mittee had no intimation that there was a 
meeting of the Committee on License, and a 
lively time is expected on the floor or the 
House when the bill comes up. I[n_ sup- 
port of a pool selling bill it is urged 
that it will bring revenue into the State 
Treasury, as a tax of $50 is assessed for 
each day that pools are sold at a meeting. 
These payments are to pe made daily, and 
reported to the County Treasurer. 

Mr. Kilcourse reported the bill this morn- 
ing, and it was promptly referred to the 
Committee on Live Stock and Dairying. 

Section 3 of the bill is as follows: 

“At and during the time of every race 
meeting it shall be lawful to make books 
by and sell pools within every such racing 
inclosure upon the result of any race, con- 
test or trials of speed and endurance be- 
tween horses to be actually had upon and 
within such racing inclosure during the 
meeting then being held, but no books shall 
be made, or pools bought or sold at any 
other time or upon any race, event, con- 
test or trial, that takes place outside of 
such racing inclosure, 

This section of the bill will prevent the 
making of books on foreign races, and it ‘s 
claimed that much of the evil of horse rac- 
ing and pool selling is eliminated. 


mittee on Elections will follow in the foot- 
steps of the Senate Committee on Elections 
and present a seat in the Legislature to a 
Republican who does not deserve it.

The vote has been canvassed 
and, by some sleight of hand work, Kirby 
has been found to have a majority of 14 
over English. The report of the committee 
will be presented to the House at an early 
date and will doubtlessly be adopted. 


The Republican steering committee held a 
meeting immediately after the House ad- 
journed yesterday for the purpose of con- 
ferring about the judicial apportionment bill, 
So many Republicans opposed the measure 
on the floor of the House that the leaders 
became alarmed and postponed further ac- 
tion until 11 o’eclock to-day. The steering 
committee appointed a sub-committee con- 
sisted of Cochran, Allen and Schubert, to 
canvass the Republican side of the House 
for the purpose of ascertaining how. many 
Republicans would support the measure as 
it now stands on the order of third meet- 
ing. This committee subsequently reported 
that there were enough members in favor 
of it to insure its passage. The bill does 
not meet the approval of Gov. Tanner, and 
Speaker Curtis, Schubert and Allen held 
a conference with him regarding the meas- 
ure. Gov. Tanner expressed the strong de- 
sire that the bill be changed and that the 
countics in the southern part of the State 
be reallotted. The Governor suggested that 
the circuits in Southern Illinois be arranged 
as follows:

Fifth Circuit—Vermilion, Douglas, Edgar, 
Coles, Clark, Cumberland and Crawford. 
The suggestions of Gov. Tanner were dis- 
cussed, but final action was postponed un. 
til this morning. 

The Republican steering committee held 
a session this morning and decided to push 
through the judicial apportionment bf). 
The feeling was that if it was recalled from 
second reading the discontented’ Repub- 
licans and Democrats might succeed in 
adopting amendments not desired. The 
bill came up as a special order in the House 
at 11 o’clock and was passed by a vote of 
8 yeas to 59 nays. The bill goes to the 
Governor now, and, while he objects to the 
distribution of Southern Illinois counties, 
it is thought he will sign it.

KANSAS CITY LABOR UNIONS AF-

THEY DENY HIS ELIGIBILITY. 


‘Strong Case to Be Made in the Courts 
on Constitutional and Stat- 
utory Grounds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 14.—The right 
of the Police Commissioners to name a 
Pinkerton detective for Chief of Police, 
when the appointee had not lived one year 
in the State, as required by the statutes, 
will be tested in the courts, if efforts now 
being put forth reach fulfillment. At a 
meeting of the Stonemasons’ International 
Union, No. 2, resolutions were introduced 
calling upon Prosecuting Attorney Lowe to 
make a test case against Thomas N. Val- 
lins, the successor of Henry 8. Julian as 
Chief of Police. The resolutions recite that 


the constitution requires a man to have 
lived in the State one year before he can be 
an officer; that the Police Board has ig- 
nored the law; that it has named a Pinker- 
ton man for Chief of Police, and that it 
treated the communications of organized 
labor with contempt, and that the board 
was chaperoned on its visit to Chicago by 
the manager of a corporation which has re- 
ceived a grant worth millions from the city 
and does not permit its employes to belong 
to unions. 

The last two sections read: 

Resolved. That as the constitution and 
the anti-Pinkerton acts of 1889 were in- 
tended to keep such men as Vallins from 
acting as peace officers in this State; be 
it further 

Resolved, That we call upon the At- 
torney General and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney to institute proceedings tq test the 
right of Thomas N. Vallins to hold of- 
fice of Chief of Police of this city.

Since this move against Vallins originates 
with organized labor it is vastly more sig- 
nificant than if backed by the politicians. 
Attorney Lowe has said that he will do 
nothing in the matter until the case is pre- 
sented to him, but it is difficult to see how 
he can refuse to act when the union labor 
interests of the city are importuning him to 
make a test. 

Sce. 3773 of the Revised Statutes of 1889, 
under the caption, “Sheriff to appoint none 
but citizens deputy,” etc., says: 

Hereafter no Sheriff in this State shall 
appoint any under Sheriff or deputy 
Sheriff except the person so appointed 
Shall be, at the time of his appointment, 
a bona fide resident of the State. 

The next section says the Police Commis- 
sioners shall be governed by the same re- 
strictions as Sheriffs, and sec. 3776 of the 
same statute, under the heading, ‘‘Punish- 
ment for appointing any but eitizens for po- 
lice duty,’ provides that Sheriffs and fPo- 
lice Commissioners shall be imprisoned 
from three months to one year for violating 
the provisions of the articles cited above. 


“RISING OF 1798.” 


Arrangements for American Partici- 
pants in the Irish Celebration. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Advices from 
Dublin say that committees are already at 
work in that city, Cork and Wexford, on 
the preliminaries for the reception and en- 
tertainment of the American delegations 
who are to visit Ireland next year to par- 
ticipate in the centennial celebration of the 
‘‘Rising of 1798."" So far there have been no 
indications that the Government will inter- 
fere in the proposed demonstrations, al- 
though the fact is recognized that, with the 
large majority at the beck and call of the 
administration, it might prohibit the cen- 
tennial celebration and be assured of in- 
dorsement in the House of Commons. Noth- 
ing definite has yet been heard in Dublin 
from the United States concerning the or- 
ganization of delegations from the princi- 
pal States and cities, but it is thought that 
the terms. the Irish committee has secured, 
namely, $300 for each person for the round 
trip of thirty days from New York, includ- 
ing steamship and railroad fares, hotel bills 
and incidental expenses, shouid insure an 
immense delegation. According to the pre- 
liminary programme, the visitors will go 
from Queenstown to Cork and thence to 
Dublin, spending four days at each place 
and rounding up at Wexford, where the 
centennial ceremonies will be held on the 
site of the battlefields of the insurrection 
and a monument erected to the memory o 
the heroic dead. 


MEXICAN CONGRESS. 


Troublesome English Boundary Ques- 
tion Under Consideration. 


MEXICO CITY, April 14.—The Senate is 
debating the treaty fixing the boundary of 
this country with the British colony of 
Belize. The treaty was negotiated between 
the Foreign Relations Minister, Mariscal, 
and the British Minister, Sir Spencer St. 
John, and was shelved in the Senate owing 
to the popular clamor against it, although 
the treaty was in no sense an abandon- 
ment of the Mexican territorial rights. 
There had always been strong sentiment 
here against England for occupying what is 
believed to be Mexican:territory, but as time 
has gone on it has been seen that it was 
sound policy to adjust the pending boundary 
dispute and the treaty is now likely to be 
ratified. Business and financia: interests 
favor the settlement of this question defi- 
nitely as it is possible trouble with Eng- 
land in the future might result. 

The lower House of Congress is debating 
a general extradition law, on, which all fu- 
ture extradition treaties shall be based. 
The practice is not sufficiently uniform at 
present. 


MRS. GRANT’S BOOK. 


It Will Deal With the Private Life of 
the General. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—The widow of Gen. 
U. 8.‘Grant has written a book. It is 
devoted to the private and personal life 
of her husband, and intended for the pleas- 
ure of their children. Regarding it she 
says: 

‘“T have been gradually getting it together 
for years. While it deals with the Gen- 
eral’s career as a soldier and statesman, of 
course, the reason that underlies everything 
else has been to enable my children to have 
that true insight into their father's char- 
acter that I alone could give them. I have 
not yet decided anything about the title.

SPANIARDS’ WAR 
AGAINST WOMEN, 


THEY CONTINUE TO INSULT AND 
MALTREAT THEM 


ORDERS FROM GEN. WEYLER. 


All Women Suspected of Sympathy 
With the Revolution Will 
Be Prosecuted, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—The Sun has the 
following from Havana: 

Sixteen Cuba women from the town of 
San Francisco de Paula, in Havana Proy- 
ince, have been thrust into the House of 
Detention for Disreputable Women in Ha- 
vana. They all belong to families of the 
highest respectability. On their way to the 
prison they were insulted by the soldiers, 
and one of them, Aurora Velez, who at- 
tempted to protest, was knocked down by 
a blow with a rifle. 

In Guanabucoa, women of prominent Cu- 
ban families have also been arrested on 
the charge of being abettors of the insurg- 
ents. The police enter houses after mid- 
night and arrest the women without giving 
them time even to dress. Gen. Weyler has 
given orders to prosecute all women who 
are suspected of sympathy with the revo- 
lution, especially those who have relatives 
in the insurgent ranks. 

Gen. Rey reports that his column had a 
successful engagement with an insurgent 
force near the village of Guamo, Santiago 
de Cuba. While the troops were returning 
to Cauto they were attacked by the in- 
surgents. who had re-formed after their re- 
treat. The insurgents were routed with 
heavy losses, many of their dead being 
left on the fleld. The Spanish loss was 
seven killed and twenty-six wounded. 
Gen. Weyler ordered one or two battal- 
ions of troops to be sent to the vicinity of 
ruriguanas to capture Quinton Bandera, 
but the insurgents were found at Pita- 
jones, where they were quickly dispersed, 
leaving upon the field eight dead, includ- 
ing Lieut. Gonzales. A diary kept by 
Bandera showed that that leader had only 
150 followers. 


MELGUIZO, THE BUTCHER. 


Forty Per Cent of the Rural Population 
Slain by His Soldiers. 


NDBW YORK, April 14.—The Journal’s 
correspondent at Pinar del Rio City, Cuba, 
writes: The once fertile fields of Vuelto 
Abajo are desolate and the province is vir- 


tually depopulated. The capital and towns» 
contiguous to the Western Railway, as well 
as coast ports garrisoned by Spanish troops, 
are overcrowded with starving refugees, 
men, women and children, for the relief of 
whom no funds are at the Government’s 
disposal. 

Well informed persons here assure me 
that no less than 4 per cent of the rural 
population have fallen victims of Gen. Mel- 
guizo’s forces. Pacificos were killed with- 
out mercy under special instructions, from 
Weyler, and a hundred instances might be 
mentioned where neither women nor child- 
ren were spared. 

When Melguizo raided Cuevas de Sabalo 
he had 280 unarmed pacificos shot as sus- 
pects. In Vinale, 17 others were bound and 
macheted. Upon the outskirts of Guane, a 
British traveler was shown a ditch into 
which he was told that 40 negro women and 
children, killed by Melguizo’s command, had 
been thrown. 


SPAIN WOULD COMPROMISE. 


How McKinley’s Offer of Mediation 
Has Been Received. 


MADRID, April 14.—Political and diplo- 
matic circles are animatedly discussing the 
improvement of the prospects of Spanish 
rule in Cuba, in consequence, it is said; of 
an active exchange of confidential and un- 
official communications between the United 
States and the Spanish Government since 
McKinley and Sherman took office. 

A majority of Spaniards nowadays believe 
more in the efficacy of the political diplo- 
matic action'embodied in colonial reforms 
and in friendly understanding with the 
American Government than in purely mili- 
tary action to achieve the pacification of 
Cuba. The autonomist party is sald to be 
actively canvassing the separatists in the 
eglony, with a view to inducing them to 
submit. 


HAVANA, Cuba, April 14.—It is true that 
President McKinley recently communicated 
with Premier Canovas of Spain, offering 
the friendly mediation of the United States 
in Cuban affairs. The Havana press con- 
tains copious comments on the offer of the 
American Government, generally in. ap- 
proval thereof.

HAVANA, April 14.—A Cuban guerrilla 
force in the Gobernadoro Hills, consisting 
of 112 men under the leadership of one of the 
Nunez brothers, was cut to pleces there Sat.

The Congressional 
Committee has estimated the expenses of 
the primary in the, ten counties at 
from $1,200 to $1,400, and has di- 
vided the same equally, to be paid by the 
candidates in the race having their names 
printed on the primary tickets, The candi- 
dates remaining in the race and having 
complied with the requirements of the 
committee are Hon. M. Richmond of Macon, 
Hon. Christopher C. Fogle of Schuyler, 
Hon. James T. Floyd of Shelby, Hon. Lewis 
F. Cottey of Knox and Hon. David Schenk 
of Scotland. 

Hon. Edgar M. Richmond, president of the 
Macon Bryan and Sewall Club, is 32 years 
old, and he holds a commanding position 
among distinguished men. In oratory and 
as a campaigner he is the champion in the 
race, and in eloquence and appearance it 
has been said that he resembles Hon, Wm. 
J. Bryan. 

Hon. C. C. Fogle has served his county as 
Prosecuting Attorney, and three terms as 
Representative. He is an aggressive and ef- 
fective campaign stump speaker. 

Hon. James T. Lloyd has been Prosecuting 
Attorney, and is an attorney who has had 
considerable practice outside of his home 
county, and his local friends are push'ng 
him all the harder because they say Shelby 
County is entitled to the filling of Mr. 
Giles’ shoes. 

Hon. David Schenk, “‘the farmer candi- 
date,”’ is the wealthiest man in the race. 
Stump speaking is not his forte, but as a 
mixer he is a hustler among the boys, and 
there is no doubt that he has become per- 
sonally acquainted with as many voters in 
the district as any two of the other candi- 
dates.

Exposure of a Tricky Attempt to De- 
ceive the Public With a Bogus 
Story of Increase. 


Assessments on street railroads this year 
are greatly in excess of the valuations 
sworn to by the officers of the various 
roads, with reference to their tracks and 
personal property. 

A comparison of the assessments this year 
with those of 189 shows a decrease on al- 
most every road that was assessed. There 
was a slight increase in the assessments on 
three roads, but the decrease on the others 


for 1896. 


Several of the street railway companies, 
according to Assessor Frederick, are com- 
plaining that their assessments for 1897 are 
exorbitant. The figures for 1896 show there 
is no room for complaint. 

The total assessments in 1896 on all street 
railroad property except real estate was 
$4,386,963. The total for 1897 is $4,274,990. 

Since the 1896 assessment the Jefferson 
avenue line has been converted into an 
electric road. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispath a comparison 
was given between the figures for 189% and 
those for 1897. The result was an ex- 
cellent showing for the Board of Equaliza- 
tion which adjourned sine die last Satur- 
day. An effort was made by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter to obtain the assessment for 1896 
at Assessor Frederick's office. They were 
not at hand and were secured from another 
source. 

According to the figures the Missouri 
Railroad Co. was assessed at on 
tracks and personal property In 1896. a 
the sittings of the Board of Equalization o 
1897, the officers of the company swore to 
a valuation of $388.560. The board assessed 
the company at $486,060. This was an in- 
crease of $97,500 over the sworn valuation, 
but fell $44,840 short of the assessment. 

The assessment for 1896 on the St. Louis 
Railroad Co. was $668,333. It returned a val- 
uation of $370,180 in 1897. The 1897 assess- 
ment is $528,120,which is $157,940 in excess of 
the sworn valuation, but $40,213 less than 
the assessment last year. 

In 1896 the assessment on the Casa Avenue 
& Fair Grounds Railroad Co., including the 
(‘ass avenue, Northern Central, Union and 
Citizens’ lines, was $831,940. Its returned val- 
uation this year wads $674.160 and assess- 
ment $749,360, an increase of $75.200 over the 
return, and a decrease of $132,580 from the 
1896 assessment. 

The People’s Railroad Co.’s assessment 
for 1897 shows an increase of $4,100 over that 
for 1896.

FAVORED CORPORATIONS. 

In Sunday’s Post-Dispatch some figures 
were given which seemed to indicate 
that the city Board of Equalization had 
largely increased the assessment on 
street railroad property. The compari- 
son, however, was between the figures 
of 1897 and 1895. Elsewhere in this issue 
the figures are printed showing the com- 
parative assessments of 1897 and 1896. 
These figures show that instead of Gen. 
Turner and his associates being entitled 
to praise for a large increase in street 
railway assessments. they actually re- 
duced the assessments for 1897 $111,973 
below those for 1896. 

The assessment for 1896 was far, below 
the real assessable value of the property 
at that time. Nobody pretends that the 
value of the street railways of St. Louis 
has decreased since 1896. On the con- 
trary, it has increased, The number of 
passengers carried has enormously in- 
creased; the cost of carrying them hA&as de- 
creased, and these conditions are reflected 
in the increased value of the stock.

The Republican party would like well to 
let go its hold on the tail of the tar#ff bear, 
but how that is to be done the party does 
not know. And it is not in human nature 
to be sorry for the party, which used to 
have moral ideas. How it got into its pres- 
ent plight is history; how it can free itself 
without suffering tremendous damage no 
man can see. 

In order to dodge the financial! issue, the 
leaders of the party determined upon the 
nomination of Maj. McKinley, the most 
conspicuous representative of the protective 
policy. The delegates to the National Con- 
vention were secured for hfm in the deter- 
mination to offer battle to the Democracy 
once more on the tariff, the plain expecta- 
tion being that the masses could be per- 
suaded that “free trade,” as represented 
by the hodge-podge Wilson law, was respon- 
sible for the hard times. The financial is- 
sue forced itself to the fore last year as it 
will again, in spite of all the efforts to keep 
it in the background, but the party was com- 
mitted to McKinley, and in response to the 
needs of the situation he transformed him- 
self into a champion of the gold standard. 

Once elected, however, President McKin- 
ley and his party returned to their original 
purpose. The finances were side-tracked, the 
tariff pushed into front place and the extra 
session of Congress called. The Republican 
organization in pursuing this course, was 
obedient to habit of thought, to tradition, to 
the profound instinct of the party of prop- 
erty and privilege. It being settled Republi- 
can belief that the great majority of the 
American people harbored the delusions of 
protection, what more natural than that 
the party should hasten to frame the Ding- 
ley bill and strive to give the country more 
protection than it ever had before? It is 
true that the Democratic adherents of the 
gold standard who deserted their party and 
elected McKinley were known to want no 
protective tariff, but they had served their 
turn at the polls, and were not to be con- 
sidered in comparison with the protection- 
desiring Republican masses. The party was 
true to itself when it ignored the wishes 
of the Democratic bolters and mugwumps. 

A surprise has been given the Republicans 
that paralyzes them. The recent elections 
have disclosed the astonishing fact that pro- 
tection is no longer popular—that the 
masses have been educated into understand- 
ing the fact that they are not to be made 
prosperous by Congress taxing what they 
consume, and that the prosperity of the 
people who monopolize money is the adver- 
sity of those who have only labor or labor’s 
products to sell.

men is a plan for maintaining and increas- 
ing wages which does not work. Inspired by 
their later wisdom, the masses have con- 
demned the Dingley bill in advance. This 
anticipatory verdict is, incidentally a stun- 
ning reply to the retroactive provision of 
the new tariff. 

The trusts and other combines and indl- 
viduals with axes to grind that opened their 
purses to Mr. Hanna for the election of 
McKinley, the preservation of the gold 
standard and the blessings of protection 
have had their way in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The party of protection and 
special privileges carried the monstrous 
Dingley bill through that chamber with a 
rush and turned to the country for ap- 
plause. It hears instead from every quar- 
ter the angry rumbling of a Democratic 
ground swell in protest against this patent 
prostitution of the taxing power of Govern- 
ment—against this open alliance of a great 
political party with all the sordid interests 
which are in alliance to plunder the public 
through legislation.

VICTORY FOR RILEY GRANNAN. 


The Young Kentucky Plunger Wins 
His Appealed Case in New York. 


The action of the Appellate Division of th: 
Supreme Court of the State of New York 
Tuesday in handing down a decisicn in the 
celebrated Riley Grannan case, reversing 
the lower court, is being received with 
considerable sat.sfaction among the greate 
portion of turf admirers and supporters al! 
over the country. The case is so well known 
as to need no recapitulation, most people 
believing that Grannan was being perse- 
cuted because he was an important factor 


in making the odds in the betting ring, in 
many instances to the detriment of the t:ack 
operators, 

The specific charge against Grannan was 
making a present to a jockey. For this he 
was barred from Westchester, and the 
association sought to miake his blacklisting 
general and permanent. Grannan took the 
ease to the courts, and after losing the firs: 
battle appealed to the Supreme Court, with 
the result as handed down Tuesday. 

Justice Hatch in his very able written de- 
cision has created a precedent which will! 
go far towards limiting the powers of rac- 
ing associations, who have become arrogant 
in the.r abuse of self appropriated author- 
ity. The opinion of Justice Hatch is well 
worthy of perservation as a clear and lucid 
document, and is in part as follows: 

‘All the race tracks in this country 
recognize the rules of the New York 
Jockey Club. Grannan bred horses 
and raced them on the turf, therefore it 
was necessary that he should have free 
access to the race courses. When busi- 
ness is not one of right, but is permit- 
ted by the State as a privilege or fran- 
chise, the property in such business is 
affected by a public interest. The trans- 
actions of the Westchester race course 
fall under this rule. Such associations 
take upon themselves a quasi-public 
function, in recognition of which they 
advertise and admit the public upon the 
payment of a fee. They have the power 
there to deny admission to a person 
threatening improper conduct, but no 
right to make such a refusal permanent 
or debar forever from a public privilege 
@ person whose only offense is that it 
was once proper to do so. The associa- 
tion had officers and police. The rule 
of the Jockey Club under which Gran- 
Man was excluded was headed, ‘Jock- 
eys betting,’ and it provides when they 
may bet on races. ere is a governing 
body, acting under a statute which for- 
bids bettin , making a rule regulating a 
practice which law says is a felony. 

"Mr. Keen deposes that the plaintiff 
has been a frequenter of race courses for 
& number of years past and has made 

practice of betting heavily. The 
amounts wagered by him have been mat- 
ters of public comment.”’ This shows 
how the statute has been violated by 
racing associations.

MOGULS TRY TO WIN HIM OVER. 


‘They Will Go Ahead and Attempt to 
Settle Matters Without the 
Gotham Club’s Consent. 


The baseball magnates are still engaged 
in trying to smooth out the Rusie tangle. 
The meeting in New York Tuesday con- 
tributed :t.othing toward the end desired, and 
at 11 o'clock Wednesday morning the big 
men gathered at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
to try again. 

Freedman remains firm in his stand to 
make no concess‘ons in spite of the con- 
certed plea of the other delegates. Every 
possible argument has been turned on him, 
and the situation has resolved itself into a 
serious one. The New York club is prac- 
tically standing out against its eleven fel- 
low clubs, and the obstinate attitude of its 
President may result in an unprecedented 
move in the history of base ball. The move- 
ment is nothing more nor less than to en- 


gineér things without New York’s voice in 
the matter so @s to bring Rusie back into 
the game before the opening of the geason 
on April 22. 

There is an impression that Freedman is 
doing the bull-headed act to gain notoriety, 
as well as to gratify the feeling which he 
is known to harbor against one or two West- 
ern presidents. The New Yorker has never 
been accused of being a popular man among 
the powers of base ball affairs, and his stand 
for principle is not appreciated as it might 
be if it were made by another. 

It cannot be denied that the base ball mo- 
guls are not anxious for any further Iltiga- 
tion over the reserve clause. There are too 
many chances that the bottom would be 
khocked out of it if the courts took a 
hand, and then the players would have 
Yerything theirown way. Nomatter what 
may be said against the legality of the re- 
serve clause it is a good thing for base 
ball, and Jim Hart of Chicago is right in 
his argument for it. 

“This talk of giving up the clause,"’ said 
Mr. Hart recently, “is absurd. What would 
the National League be without such a sys- 
tem? It is In the interest of smaller clubs 
that the scheme was tried. Suppose the 
‘lause was done away with, would not the 
moneyed clubs be in a position to buy up all 
the best players? The abolition of the re- 
serve clause would be disastrous to every- 
ody connected with the National League, 
manager as well as player.’’ 

But return to Rusie’s case. Every 
lelegate to the New York meeting has sig- 
nified his willingness to do the square thing 
in hopes of an adjustment. An informal 
proposal was made to Mr. Freedman that 
each club in the League ‘~would bear its 
proportion of the expense in bringing Rusie 
back into a New York uniform. The pro- 
pesal was rejected, and when the argu-

A “BIKE” FOR EACH FOOT. 


Frenchmen Hit on a Novel Scheme for 
the Pleasures of Wheeling- 


An ingenious an4& practical machine 
now manufactured, which is @ combination 
of the bicycle and the roller skate. The 
skater carries on each fodt something that 
is very much like a miniature bicycle. 

A bicycle skate consists of a steel plat- 


form connected by a system of forks, with 

two wheels about six inches in diameter, 

— front of the foot and the other be- 
ind, 

The foot of the skater is about two inches 
from ___ the ground, says the New 
York Journal. The wheels being at the 
extremities of the platform the base on 
which the two feet rests is very long, and 
the point of support is made as strong as 
possible. 

This position of the wheels avoids the 
shock produced by a stone or other obsta- 
cle suddenly encountered. Experience has 
shown that if the wheels were plaeed be- 
neath his feet the skater would inevitably 
be thrown forward when he came on such 
obstacles. 

The wheels are fitted with ball bearings 
and tires of hollow rubber. Pneumatic tires 
have been discarded as not strong enough. 

The movements necessary in using these 
machines differ very Little from skating on 


is 


ov — 
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ice and the exercises are practically iden- 
tical with roller skating The skater must 
turn his feet out, hold his body straight and 
lean his weight alternately on each foot. 
To slacken speed in going down a hill it is 
only necessary to turn the feet in as one 
does on the ice. 

The bicycles skates were invented in En- 
gland and have already been used extensive- 
ly in that country and in France. A pro- 
ficient rider can easily travel from ten to 
fifteen miles an hour. 

It is claimed for the skates that they 
give the rider the advantages of bicycle 
riding and walking at the same time. With 
them a man can go as fast as he would on 
a bicycle when riding for pleasure. When 
he comes to a place where a bicycle could 
not go he can take off his skates and carry 
them with him. Thus he may climb a 
mountain, get over a fence or walk in a 
wood without inconvenience when out with 
his skates. As they are easily portable, he 
runs less danger of having them stolen 
than does the bicyclist with his machine. 
They are also less expensive.

COOK SAYS PRECINCT MEN. 


Local Leaders Hold That the Executive 
Committee Is the Superior 
Organization. 


Democratic politicians are keenly .ater- 
ested in the reorganization of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee to be begun 
at a mass-meeting of the 426 precinct com- 
mitteemen at Masonic Temple Hall Thurs- 
day night.

But: the interpretation of the reorganiza- 
tion plan given by Chairman Cook of the 
State Committee in last Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch came as a thunderbolt in the quar- 
ters of the City Executiv, Committee. That 
interview placed an entirely different phase 
upon the mass-meeting of the 42% precinct 
committeemen to be held Thursday night. 

Chairman Cook declared that the 426 Pre- 
c'net Committeemen were the supreme au- 
thority, and that the 65 Executive Commit- 
teemen were secondary to them. Further- 
more, he pointed out that the 426 Precinct 
Committeemen had the right to meet to- 
gether*in one hall and elect a chairman, 
secretary and other necessary officers and 
duly organize as the City Central Commit- 
tee. 

In view of Chairman Cook’s explanation 
the mass-meeting of the precinct commit- 
teemen Thursday night will assume far 
greater importance than was at first sup- 
posed. 

In the absence of any rules the interview 
with State Chairman Cook in last Satur- 
day's Post-Dispatch is now the only offi- 
cial statement governing the reorganization 
of the party in St. Louis. 

A. C. Maroney, Secretary of the City Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and Thomas E. Barrett 
and Ben F. Brady, members of the State 
Committee, declare that the reorganization 
plan was never intended to make the pre- 
einct committeemen superior to the Execu- 
tive Committeeemen; that the precigct 
committeemen were to meet in their re- 
spective wards and form ward organiza- 
tions, but were never to meet in one hall 
in mass convention; that the precinct men 
were the supreme authority in their wards, 
but the Executive Committee of sixty-five 
was the central body controlling all party 
affairs. 

Some Democrats raise the point that the 
reorganization plan distinctly set forth that 
the 426 Precinct Committeemen, together 
with the sixty-five Executive Committee- 
men, should compose the City Central Com- 
mittee, and that therefore jt would be en- 
tirely anomalous to have the Precinct Com- 
mitteemen, who make up the ap wg portion 
of the City Committee, meeting in twenty- 
eight different sections and never coming 
together in one hall. 

Phe question is whether a permanent 
chairman and other officers to be at the 
head of the City Central Committee will be 
elected at Thursday night’s meeting. In

still in a very dangerous condition. Dr.

With this tie tackled Dockery in the lav- 
atory. He knocked him down with a blow 
on the head. James Maloney, a conva- 
lescent prisoner detailed as a guard for the 
insane, tried to disarm the man. O'Cofrnor 
was too strong for him, and knocking him 
down, ran to a pallet where Schick was 
lying. 

He gave Schick two thumps on the head 
and then tried to kill Maloney. The latter 
fled into the lavatory and locked the door. 
O'Connor then threw his hammer out the 
window and had just started for his bed 
when Harry Whalen, the attendant, who 
had been to dinner, came in and, overpow- 
ering him, tied him to his cot. 

The skulls of both O’Connor’s victtms 
were found to be fractured, but they did 
not lose consciousness. In fact, they 
seemed rmhore rational than before. 

Dr. Starkloff was sent for and aftér in- 
vestigation exonerated Dr. Sutter and the 
attendants. He said so long as the Board

THE ARBITRARY 


BENEFITS OF THE FREIGHT BU- 
REAU PLAN DOUBTFUL. 


SHIPPERS WILL STILL PAY. 


Bridge Charges Will Not Be Reduced, 
but Added to the Regular 
Freight Rates. 


An adjourned meeting of the St. Louis 
Freight Bureau and a special committee of 
the Manufacturers’ Association will be held 
this afternoon to consider the advisability 
of asking Eastern roads entering St. Louls 
to adopt a St. Louis bill of lading. 

The Manufacturers’ Association recently 
announced with a big flourish that it had 
succeeded in bringing about.the ‘“‘absorp- 
tion” of the bridge arbitrary by a number of 
the Eastern lines. 

Secretary Tom Cannon, who takes to him- 
self much of the credit for the achievement, 


has his own ideas about absorption. 

He states that he would be the last person 
in the world to ask the bridge companies to 
lower their charges for bringing freight 
from East St. Louis to St. Louis. He does 
not think the charge excessive and would 
not offer an affront to the bridge people by 
even mildly suggesting that it be lowered. 
He admits that the secret of his success as 
a traffic man lies in the fact that he pleases 
not only the shippers who pay him his sal- 
ary, but the railroad magnates as well. He 
Says that he has never antagonized a rail- 
road official during his career as Secretary 
of the Manufacturers’ Association. 

Now he is “‘merely requesting” the rail- 
roads to absorb the bridge arbitrary; not 
the bridge charge. 

It is Mr. Cannon’s idea that a hawk is the 
Same as a henshaw if it flies so high nobody 
can see it. 

He thinks that as it would require a great 
deal of energy to induce the bridge compa- 
nies to eliminate their toll charges the next 
best thing is to put the charges where the 
Shippers can’t see them. Therefore he is 
asking the railroads to absorb the arbitrary, 
or in other words to make a through bill 
of lading to St. Louis and tack the bridge 
charges onto their present rates, which are 
now effective only to Bast St. Louis. 

As elucidated by Mr. Cannon the plan 
would work this way: 

“Take one of the Bastern lines, say the 
L. & N. Suppose the rate on a certain 
commodity to East St. Louis is ® cents a 
hundred and the bridge change 2 cents a 
hundred, At present the bridge charge ap- 
pears in a separate column as a distinct 
charge on the shipper. Under the new sys- 
tem the through rate to St. Louis would be 
32 cents, It would all appear as freight on 
the bill of lading. The shipper would still 
have to pay the bridge charge, but he 
wouldn’t see it as a separate item on his 
bill. Remember we don't want the bridge 
charges eliminated. We simply want it put 
in the freight column. That is what we 
mean when we speak of the absorption of 
the bridge arbitrary. The bridge rate will 
disappear as an arbitrary, but will remain 
as a charge.” 

There are members of the St. Louis 
Freight Bureau who cannot see the beauty 
of Mr. Cannon’s system. It is doubtful 
whether the Bureau will indorse the scheme 
at Wednesday afternoon’s meeting. 

Will P. Kennett of the Bureau said 
Wednesday: “The Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion’s talk about absorbing the bridge arbi- 
trary is all bombast. From what I learned 
at yesterday’s meeting they do not intend 
that the shipper shall be relieved of the 
charges, but that they @hall be put out of 
sight so as to appear less like a special tax. 
I can see no advantage in their plan ex- 
cept in that it will prevent complaints from 
small buyers of dry goods and such articles, 
who do not like to see a heavy bridge charge 
written in red ink on their way bills. As for 
relieving the condition of shippers into St. 
Louis the plan will amount to nothing. 

“I can’t say what we will do this after- 
aoe but there are others who think as I

Another member of the Exchange said: “It 
seems to me that the plan being pursued 
by the Manufacturers’ Association should 
meet with the hearty approval of the bridge 
monopoly. If the charge is put in the freight 
column as a part of the regular freight rate 
it will be impossible for St. Louis shippers 
to ever wipe out the bridge charge. 

“As soon as the railroads make the bridge 
charge a part of their rate it will become 
a regular freight rate, and will appear 4s 
such in the tariffs. 
tected as a regular traffic factor by the 
railroads and will be recognized as a trans- 
portation charge by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

“The shippers will be debarred from fight- 
ing the bridge arbitrary, a8 they will not 
be ‘dealing directly with the bridge com- 
panies. They will simply be paying freight 
to the railroads. The roads, out of this 
rate, will pay the bridge combine. If any 
complaint against the bridge charge 
is made it must be made by the 
railroads, a very remote contingency, as 
six of the largest roads entering St. Louis 
from the Fast have a proprietary interest 
in the bridges.”

SEVERAL MEN CLAIM IT ALIGHT- 
ED NEAR THAT PLACE. 


ST. LOUISANS DISAPPOINTED. 


Thousands Gazed Anxiously Skyward 
Last Night, but Saw Naught 
Save Clouds. 


Probably half the inhabitants of St. 
Louis glanced skyward, north, south, east 
and west Tuesday night hoping to see the 
strange light that has mystified the deni- 
zens of the Central West for a fortnight. 
But they saw nothing save dull heavy clouds 
that obscured the moon and stars and

Their footprints did 
not lead anywhere and it was evident they 
were made by someone who had jumped 
out of the ship to repair some of the ma- 
chinery on the outside. . 

“‘McCraner says he is willing to make af- 
fidavit to the above statements. When he 
returned to the wire he told operators up 
and down the line what he had seen. 

*“‘He repeated the story in full this morn- 
ing to the Post-Dispatch correspondent.” 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch called 
at the Western Union Telegraph office in 
St. Louis Wednesday morning and asked 
Day Chief Spencer about McCraner. 

“He is our night operator at Girard,” Mr. 
Spencer replied, “‘and is thoroughly relia- 
ble. He has worked for us some time. Yes, 
we have heard what he saw yesterday 
evening and it is the talk of the office. The 
matter is beyond my comprehensijon,”’ 

A dispatch from Carlinville says the air- 
ship passed over that place Tuesday even- 
ing and was seen by hundreds. It was also 
seen at Sherman and Williamsville. 

Samuel Marsden thinks the strange light 
is that shed by Venus.

They not 
only distorted the image of Venus, but 
caused the appearance of Venus in motion 
in the same manner that a number of small 
clouds passing rapidly over the moon causes 
her to appear in motion.’’ 


Had People on It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PERRY, O. T., April 14.—The airship, 


which has created so much excitement and 
concern in Nebraska, has made its appear * 
ance in Oklahoma. Hundreds of people de- 
clare that they have seen it in the past few 
days. It has been seen here by fifty people 
in the past two nights and is creating no 
little exciteenent. Five days ago it was seen 
by a dozen men at Guthrie, and two days 
before at South McAlester. 

Col. Yates, a newspaper editor of this 
city, says he saw it, and it seemed to be 
nearly a hundred feet long and about one- 
fourth as wide. He said it went through 
the air toward the north, and the light 
which would shine and then disappear, re- 
sembled a flashlight or a lightning bug. He 
also. says he saw persons inside the 
machine. Four others were with Editor 
Yates at the time.

WEW YORK EXCHANGE HAS PE- 
CULIAR CONTROL OF MARKET. 


FIGURES ARE STILL LOW. 


Planters Fear They Will Be Manipu- 
lated Out of Profits, Due to 
the Scarce Crop.

St. Louis cotton factors are deeply inter- 
ested in the flood situation in the South. 
Breculation continues as to what effect. the 
short crop will have on the market. The 
natural inference is that prices would ma- 
tertally increase, but some of the cotton 
men say that as long as the New York 
Cotton Exchange controls the cotton mar- 
ket as it does, there is no telling what may 
happen. 

The New York Exchange is wrongfully 
keeping prices down, so the St. Louis fac- 
tors gay. The opinion has been expressed 
that if a flood as widespread as the one in 


which Noah figured was to pass over the 


entire cotton-producing region of the South, 
the New York Exchange would still be able 
to keep prices down, even though the yield 
be reduced to the minimum. 

Once in a while a planter from the Delta 
country, or some of the other localities 
where cotton is king, drops into St. uis, 
These men always find their way to the 
cotton offices down on Main street. There 
they talk the situation over, the same as 
Kansas farmers talk about corn crops and 
cyclones. As a rule these planters are 
bright men, thoroughly informed as to what 
is going on throughout the country. None 
of them are pleased with the manner in 
which the New York Pxchange does bus- 
ness, so they say, alleging that the basis 
of middling contracts in cotton deals on fu- 
ture board is directly in opposition to the 
interests of the planters in the South. 

A visitor at the St. Louis Cotton Ex- 
change Tuesday sat over in an obscure cor- 
ner of the big room talking cotton to a 
group of friends. “Last fall,’’ said he, 
“there was nobody more rampant in hur- 
rahing for honest money than these New 
York people who are now perpetrating this 
great commercial wrong. Ton after ton of 
goldbug literature was sent out into my 
county, and some of the arguments set forth 

urported to be prompted by moral motivés, 
inasmuch as there was a great clamor for 
‘honor.’ Honest money, they said, was 
what this country had to have in order to 
keep the people of the United States from 
being branded as repudiators. ‘Wild cat’ 
currency was loudly cried, and other meth- 
ods of like character were brought into play 
in the Rope of converting voters. Southern 

eople were severely censured for advocat- 
ng the principles of bimetallism, and great 
Was the condemnation of what the New 
Yorkers termed ‘dishonest money.’ 

The New York Cotton Exchange was as 
prominent in the battle for the so-called 
honest money’ as any of the others, yet 
that same Exchange Is fostering and encour- 
aging a wrong that is certainly grave 
as the evils of ‘wild cat’ money, as depicted 
by the New Yorkers last fall. What I 
would like is to have the President of the 
New York Cotton Exchange tell me how 
it hanpened that middling upland cotton at 
the Tiose of market in New York on a cer- 
tain day was quoted at 7 7-16 cents while 
middiing upland contracts for April delivery 
~Which should be spots—were quoted at 
only 7.05, or full 3 undedr their own quota- 
tions for the same cotton—a depreciation of 
$1.94 per bale. 

“I saw some figures ina recent issue of the 
Little Rock Gazette, which should be read 
by every cotton producer in the South, in- 
asmuch as they tell why a producer can not 
afford to ship his cotton to the New York 
market and put it on a contract at 7.05 per 
hundred pounds, the co. of delivery falling 
but little short of $3 per bale, when he can 
eell the same cotton at his nearest home 
market for the same price. What we want 
to see the New York Cotton Exchange do, 
is to make plain contracts, clearly defined 
from start to finish, and then the buyer and 
the seller will come nearer being on terms 
of equality. Under these circumstances, the 
Eeaucer and consumer would have an intel- 
igent idea of the proceedings. The peo- 
ple of the South are just about ready to for- 
cibly demand that this wrong be_ cor- 
1ected.”’ 

The cotton district of St. Louis, which 1s 
econtined principally to Main street, is a fa- 
vorite resort for Southern visitors in St. 
Louis, and the cotton situation is discussed 
inmil its phases there. It is most generally 
nereed that since the New York Cotton 
Exchange stands charged with excrting its 
intluence in favor of what it termed “honest 
money,’ it would be a fine exhibition of con- 
gistency now to abrogate all rules of the 
Exchange which tend to depreciate values. 

The cotton planters say there is more than 
one way of saving the ‘nation’s credit.” It 
is suid by the planters that the spinners 
never buy any cotton in New York for man- 
ufacturing purposes. Some even go so far 
as to predict that unless there is a complete 
change of method the ultimate result will 
be the destruction of the cotton industry, 
bankruptcy of the producers and the re- 
tirement of the exchanges. 

Reliable information direct from the cot- 
ton producing districts is to the effect that

I was a good business man and 
might have become a financier had I not 
met Mr. Moody in Indianapolis in 1867.’”’ 

Mr. Sankey was asked what he thought 
of Col. Ingersoll’s interview on Mr. Moody 
published in Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 

“I have nothing to say concerning Mr. 
Ingersoll,”” he replied. “To answer him 
would be seeking notoriety; do you not 
think so? Mr. Moody's works speak fo® 
themselves. As answer to all critics say 
but these words, ‘Look at the good he 
has done.’ "’

COMPETITION TO BE STRONG. 


Col. Hopkins Will Have a Continuous 
Vaudeville Show at Forest 
Park Highlands. 


There will be abundant diversion for St. 
Louisans this summer. Several enterpris- 
ing managers are making extensive prepara- 
tions fer the al fresco season. There will 
be at least one novelty in the shape of an 
open air continuous show.

TO BE HELD UP. 


GOT A BULLET IN HIS ARM. 


But the Three Robbers in a Wagon 
Stirred Up an Old Man 
With Grit.

Grocer Andrew J. Quinlan of 3800 Page 
avenue, was counting his cash at 9:30 
o’clock Tuesday night, when three men en- 
tered his store. Two had handkerchiefs 
drawn across thelr faces, covering their 
features to their eyes. 

Without looking up the grocer placed the 
money in his pocket-book, thinking the men 
were customers, He still had the purse in 
his hand when one of the masked men pre- 
sented a revolver at his head and tried to 


grab the money. , 

Quinlan thrust his purse into his pocket 
and reached across the counter in an effort 
to wrench the revolver from the man’s 
hand. He retained his presence of mind, and 
did not lose his temper, as he stated Wed- 
nesday morning, until] the man who wore no 
~~ started behind the counter toward 

m. 

“Then I got mad on account of his im- 
pudence in coming” behind the counter,”’ 
said Quinlan to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I don’t allow anyone to come behind the 
counter.” 

So Quinlan started for the impudent fel- 
low and clutched his throat with his left 
hand, while he struck him repeatedly with 
his right, at the same time shoving him to- 
ward the door. The grocer is 65 vears old, 
but remarkably muscular, so he had little 
trouble with his antagonist until the 
masked men came to their comrade's as- 
sistance. They ran to the end of the coun- 
ter and the one who had tried to grab the 
pocketbook fired at Quinlan, whose arm 
was elevated for another blow upon the 
unmasked robber’s face. The grocer’s son, 
Dan Quinlan, was in another room connect- 
ing with the grocery candling eggs. Hear- 
ing the pistol shot he ran into the store and 
the robbers fled. Quinlan and his son start- 
ed in pursuit and were joined by several 
neighbors and two policemen. 

Quinlan saw the men leap into a covered 
spring wagon at Prairie and Cook avenues, 
a block away. Then he discovered that he 
was wounded. 

The bullet had passed through the fleshy 
part of the right forearm, inflicting a slight 
wound. The uplifted arm had saved him a 
possibly fatal wound in the head. Those 
who continued in pursuit saw the men drive 
east on Cook avenue, but were soon dis- 
tanced. Policeman Rodermann, standing at 
Grand and Cook avenues, saw the wagon 
pass, but his suspicion was not aroused, 

As described by Quinlan, one of 
masked men was five feet ten inches in 
height and of slight build. The other 
masked man was about five feet eight 
‘inches, and the one not masked shorter and 
heavy . set. 

“Not one of them said a word during the 
whole proceedings,’’ said Quinlan; “so. 
think those with masks must have been 
men I was acquainted with. I didn’t know 
the third man. They didn’t get a penny 
from me.”
